ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY, PASSED 
APRIL 12, 1843, AND AMENDED FEBRUARY 9, 1849. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly do 
| enact @ follows : 


§1. All such persons as now are, or may hereafter become members of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, formed in the city of New York, in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, 
shall be, and hereby are, constituted a body corporate, by the name of the American Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society, for the purpose of promoting the preaching of the Gospel in North America. 

§ 2. This Corporation shall be capable of taking, holding, or receiving any property, real or personal, by 
virtue of any devise or bequest contained in any last will or testament of any person whonisoever, the 
clear annual income of which devise or bequest shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars ; Pro- 
vided, nd person leaving a wife, or child, or parent, shall devise or bequeath said Corporation more than 
one fourth of his or her estate, after the payment of his or her debts ; and such devise or bequest shall 
be valid to the extent of such one fourth, and no such devise or bequest shall be valid in any will which 
shall not hiave been made and executed at least two months before the death of the testator ; and provid- 
ed that no'verbal mistake in the name of the said Corporation shall invalidate any gift, grant, devise, or 
legacy intended for it. The net income of said Society, arising from their real estate, shall not exceed — 
the sum of ten thousand dollars annually. —- ase 

§ 3. his Corporation shall possess the general powers; and be subjected to the provisions contained in 


title i of chapter eighteen of the first part of the Revised Statutes, so far as the same are applicable 
and/have not been repealed. 


| ~ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately. 


§ 5. The Legislature may at any time modify or repeal this Act. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


NAME. 
I.—This Society shall be called the American Baptist Home Mission Society. 


OBJECT. 
Il.—The object of this Society shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel in North America. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

IIl.—The Society shall be composed of Annual Delegates, Life Members, and Life Directors. Any Bap- 
tist church, in union with the denomination, may appoint a delegate for an annual contribution of ten 
dollars, and an additional delegate for each additional thirty dollars. Thirty dollars shall be requisite 
to constitute a Member for Life, and one hundred dollars, paid at one time, or a sum which, in addition 
to any previous contribution, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be requisite to constitute a 
Director for Life. | 

OFFICERS. 

IV.—The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, two Auditors, 
one or more Corresponding Secretaries, and a Recording Secretary. 


MANAGERS. 

V.—There shall be twelve Managers also, residing in the city of New York, orits vicinity, who shall 
be divided by lot among themselves into two classes of six memberseach. The term of service of the first 
class shall expire in one year, and that of the second class in two years: At each annual meeting of the 
Society after the first election under this amended Constitution, one class only shall be elected for the 
term of two years, to the end that the half of the whole number of Managers may be annually chosen ; 
provided, however, that vacancies remaining in any class may be filled for the unexpired term. The 
Officers and Managers shall be elected by ballot, and continue to discharge their official duties, until 
superseded by a new election. 


EXECUTIVE BOARD. 

VI.—The Treasurer, Auditors, Recording Secretary, and Managers of the Society, shall constitute an 
Executive Board, to conduct the business of the Society ; seven of whom shall be a quorum for that pur- 
pose. They shall have power to appoint their own meetings ; elect their own Chairman and Recording 
Secretary ; enact their own By-laws and Rules of Order, provided always, that they be not inconsistent 
with this Constitution ; fill any vacancies which may occur in their own body, or in the offices of the 
Society during the year ; and, if deemed necessary by two thirds of the members, convene special meet- 
ings of the Society. They shall establish such agencies as the interests of the Society may require ; ap- 
point agents and missionaries ; fix their compensation ; direct and instruct them concerning their par- 
ticular fields and labors; make all appropriations to be paid out of the treasury ; and present to the 
Society, at each annual meeting, a full report of their proceedings during the current year.

DESIGNATED FUNDS. 
VII.—All moneys or other property contributed and designated for any particular missionary field or 
purpose, shall be so appropriated, or returned to the donors, or their lawful agents. 


TREASURER. __ 
VIII.-~The Teasurer shall give bonds to such amount as the Executive Board shall think proper. 


ELIGIBILITY TO APPOINTMENT. 

TX.—All the Officers, Managers, Missionaries, and Agents of thegSociety, shall be members in good 
Standing in regular Baptist churches. 

ANNUAL MEETING. 

X.—The Society shall meet annually for the election of Officers and Managers, and the transaction of 

other necessary business, at such time and place as the Executive Board shall appoint. | 
ALTERATIONS OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

XI.—No alteration of this Constitution shall be made without an affirmative vote of two thirds of the 
members present at am annual meeting ; nor unless the same shall have been proposed in writing, and 
the proposition sustaimed by a majority vote, at a previous annual meeting, or recommended by the 
Executive Board.

Article third shall read as follows: ue 


The Society shall be composed of such persons as shall be members or directors 
for life at the time of the adoption of this amended Constitution, and those who are 
entitled to become such on the completion of payments already commenced for that 
purpose, and of annual members. Any regular Baptist church, by contributing to the 
funds of the Society ten dollars annually, may appoint one annual member ; for 


twenty-five dollars, in addition, a second annual member ; and an additional annual 


member for each additional fifty dollars. Any individual may become an honorary 
member for life by the payment, during the financial year, of not less than thirty 
dollars ; and every honorary member shall have a vote in the meetings of the Society 
80 long as he continues to be an annual contributor to its treasury, and a member in 


good standing of a regular Baptist earch,

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY, 


At its Twenty-cghth Amiversry, held in Cincinnati, May 24, 1860 


Tur Executive Board of the American Baptist Home 


Mission Society, in presenting the Annual Report of their 
proceedings, trust they are influenced by the same spirit 


that animated Barnabas and Paul, who, after preaching the - 


Gospel in various places, returned to their brethren who 
had sent them forth, and ‘rehearsed all that God had 
done with them, and how he had opened the door of faith 
unto the Gentiles.” 


DEATHS. 


Before entering upon this duty, however, it is proper 
to allude to the doings of death. So far as we have 


learned, five of the Directors and thirty-six of the Mem- 


bers of the Society have fallen by his afflictive visitation. 
Among their names (which are recorded in the list of the 
deceased) are those of thirteen ministers of the Gospel, 
and two ministers’ wives, to which may be added those of 
the wives of four missionaries. _ 

Among the names of deceased females, it is befitting 
us to mention particularly that of Miss Phebe Arnold, of 
the State of New York, who, though occupying a retired 
position in life, and unobtrusive in her habits, was, in 
more than an usual degree, a child of faith, and devoted to 
the cause of Christ. Her liberal benefactions of nearly 
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all she possessed to this Society and others, while yet en- 


joying health and reasonable prospects of its continuance, 


reserving for herself its use for only a necessary subsist- 
ence, and practicing a rigid self-denial, prove her love of 
the Savior, and her strong desire to do what she céuld to 


promote His cause. 


DIRECTORS AND MEMBERS FOR LIFE. 


Fifty-eight persons have been constituted Directors for 
Life, of whom twelve had been previously members. Five 
Directors have died, making the present number six hund- 
red and ninety-seven. 

Three hundred and sixty-five persons have been consti- 
Thirty-six have died during the 
year, and the decease of eleven others in previous years 
has been ascertained, leaving the present number five 
thousand five hundred and eleven. The total number of 
both classes is six thousand two hundred and eight. 


SECRETARIES OF CORRESPONDENCE. — 


At the last meeting of the Society, a measure was 
adopted for increasing the vigor and efficiency of its oper- 
ations. In accordance with it, two Secretaries of Cor- 
respondence were elected. The Rey. D. B. Cheney, one 
of the number, soon after the meeting accepted an im- 
portant pastorate in California, and removed to that State, 
where he has performed valuable service for the Society. 
As, however, by this removal, his entire services could not 
be obtained, as was contemplated in his election, the Board 
attempted, as they were instructed, to fill the vacancy by 
the appointment of some other person until the present 
meeting ; but, for various reasons, they have failed of suc- 
cess, and the business of the year has been transacted, as 
heretofore, by one Secretary. 

For, twenty-two years from the organization of the 5o- 
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ciety, the Constitution provided for but one ‘‘ Correspond- 


ing Secretary,” and for three years afterward for ‘a Cor- 
responding Secretary and a Financial Secretary ;” since 
which, it has admitted of an indefinite number of ‘ Seere- 
taries of Correspondence.” The practical bearings of a 
plurality of Secretaries, has engaged the attention of the 
Board for several years. A year ago, after a thorough 
‘discussion by a select committee of their appointment, 
and by the Board itself, a vote was passed recommending 
a restoration by the Society of the original phraseology. 
This was submitted to the Society at its last annual meet- 


ing, and was by them referred back to the Executive ° 


Board. A special committee also was appointed by the 
Society to consider the subject in connection with other 
changes, who made a report which has not been finally 
disposed of. Ata recent meeting of the Board, the sub- 
ject was again discussed, and without intending any inter- 
ference with the action of the Society upon that report, 
but to allow of a choice of alterations, either of which 
may be immediately carried into effect ; a vote was passed, 
recommending that, at this anniversary, the fourth article

Thus far, collecting 
agents have been the main reliance of the Board for ob- 


taining funds, and the experience of nearly thirty years — 
confirms them in the opinion that they are yet indispensa- 


ble for that purpose. 


On the other hand, it has been noticed with satisfaction, 
that, for some years past, the missionary spirit has been , ’ 
increasing among the friends of Christ, and has now be- 
come so extensively operative, that some modification can 
be consistently made in the working of our agency de- | 
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partment. The systematic arrangements adopted by 
many churches for the collection of missionary funds (a 
plan that has always been encouraged by the Board) has 
made it practicable and desirable to enlarge the ageney 
fields, and reduce the number of the agents. To accom-— 
plish these objects without injury to important interests, 
considerable time has been necessary ; but the business of 
collecting funds during the entire year has been conducted 
with one less on the list of agents than heretofore ; and 
a further reduction of the number, soon, is contemplaseied 
thus enabling the Board to apply a larger proportion of 
their means to increase the number of missionaries. How 
much farther this plan of reduction can be prosecuted 
will depend on the readiness of the Society and its friends 
to supply the treasury with adequate means for the per- 
formance of the work expected of the Board, With 
great satisfaction would-we hail the advent of the period 
when voluntary offerings to the treasury will entirely su- 
persede the collecting agencies, and we believe that none 
would more heartily rejoice in such a change than the 
devoted and estimable brethren who have faithfully and 
profitably labored in those agencies, when they were at 
all points deemed indispensable. 


FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


At the last annual meeting of the Society, a resolution, 
based upon the benevolence of warm and generous hearts, 
was passed, recommending that an effort be made to raise 
one hundred thousand dollars for the uses of the Board 
during the then current year. That amount was desira- 
ble and necessary, but, as the Treasurer’s account. shows, 
was not realized. In several individual cases, and by some 
churches, the recommendation was responded to nobly ; 
but the had not tly recovered from ‘he 
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recent financial revulsion to admit of so large a liberality 
from the people generally ; andat some points, causes be- 
yond the control of the Board have tended to diminish, 
rather than increase, our income. Notwithstanding these 
things, the financial condition of ‘the Society has never 


_ been more: satisfactory than at present, having nearly re- 


covered, we trust, from the effects of those and other 
past causes of depression.

“It is proper to state that of the amount received in 


legacies, $2500 are incumbered with a condition which 


requires the payment of annual interest for an uncertain 
period; and as the Board are not at liberty to use funds 
contributed for ordinary purposes in that way, the princi- 
pal will be invested in a bond and mortgage on unincum- 
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an interest equal to that to be paid out. This amount, 

therefore, is not at present available for missionary pur- 
poses. 

The balance of another legacy of $2975 was received 


in certificates of bank stock, which the Board think it 


more advantageous to hold than to dispose of at present, 
and is also unavailable till sold. ) 
_ After making these deductions, there remains an avail- 
able balance in the treasury of nearly $5000, by which 
the Board are unexpectedly in possession of means to 
commence some heavy operations at distant points, and 
appropriations have already been made for that purpose. 
It may be interesting to learn, that more than 37 per 


‘cent. of the total amount of reeeipts into the treasury 


were paid in the months of February and March, whi 
accounts for so large a surplus.

GRANDE LIGNE MISSION. 


Tn the year 1849, a great change took place in the re- 
ligious sentiments of the members of the Swiss mission in 
Canada. Until then, they had been Pedobaptists ; but at 
that time they had becqme Baptists. In the near ap- 
progch of a Canadian Winter, and trials consequent upon 
their pecuniary necessities, the change was announced to 
the Executive Board, with an appeal for sympathy and 
aid. These they promptly received, and since that period 
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the aciety has constantly aided in their 


preachers. 
The original organization of the mission, however, with 
some unimportant modifications, has been continued, and, 


toa great extent, those preachers,. though missionaries of 


our Society, have been subject to its rules ; thus making 
the connection complex, and sometimes inconvenient. In- 
cluding in its operations colporting, educational and agri- 
cultural interests, with the erection of buildings-for their 
uses, all of which necessarily increase their dependence 
on Christian benevolence, the mission family are under 
the necessity of working by independent agencies, while, 
in the estimation of the Christian public, the object for 
which they work is identical with our own. The com- 
plexity of the connection, therefore, serves also to con- 
fuse the public mind. | 
For these reasons, and because the mission has attained 
a well-known and improving position, it has been found 
mutually advantageous to dissolve the connection on the 
expiration of the present appointment of the missionaries, 
which will occur in October next. Eleven years will have 
then passed away, during which they have been aided by 
the Society in their laudable efforts to spread the Gospel, 
where the dogmas, forms, and superstitions of Popery 
have long prevailed. If the organization of their mis- 
sion could have been simplified, and conformed in spirit 
and action to that of our Society, it might have proved 


__/desirable to continue the connection. That, however, 


being at present impracticable, it has seemed expedient 
and necessary for us to transfer their claims directly to 
the Christian public, with our prayers that God willsyet 
more enlighten their minds, and bless their efforts for the 


spiritual benefit of those in ie midst of whom they 
labor. 
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MISSIONARY OPERATIONS, 


The missionary operations of the year have been ex- 
tended and improved. A greater number of places haye 
been occupied, which, from their respective positiojis, 
promise rapid growth and importance, and able migs- 
ters have been appointed to labor in them ag missi n- 
aries. | 

The increasing population of our country, and the 
growth of large towns at various points east and west of 
the Rocky Mountains, have caused many applications for 
aid from the Board. A deep religious feeling, also, im 
large sections of the Western States, has created an earn- 
est desire among the people for the services of faithful 
preachers. ‘The financial revulsion, which, three years 
ago, swept so fearfully over all the country ; the destruc- 
tion of harvests for two years, and, in some instances, 
three years in succession, and other providential visita- 
tions, fell distressingly upon many of the western churches, 
destroying their pecuniary resources, reducing multitudes 
to suffering, and entire communities to poverty ; render- 
ing them utterly unable to support their ministers. For 
these reasons, churches which had previously supported 
their pastors were compelled to seek the aid of the So- 
ciety, as their only earthly hope of enjoying the institu- 
tions of the Gospel. Their applications could not, be de- 
nied, but were met by the appointment of their ‘pastors 
as missionaries, and by as liberal grants for their support 
as the state of the treasury admitted. . NA 

Experience has constantly taught us lessons of practical 
wisdom in the selection of places upon which our spiritual 
“cultivation should be bestowed, and of ministers through 
whose agency that cultivation should be executed. Our 
system of Exploring Agencies is found to be well adapted 
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to -these objects. Through that medium, the delibera- 
tiéns of the Board have been much aided, and the mis- 
sionary spirit has been kept alive and invigorated. But 
what is far better, and a cause of heart-felt gratitude to 
God, is the evidence that the Divine blessing has attended 
the means employed. The Lord has graciously revived 
his work, in fields occupied by our missionaries, and many 
souls have been won to Christ. The correspondence of 
the missionaries, published in the Home Mission Record, 
contains many details of the fruits of our mission. 


SUMMARY OF LABORS AND RESULTS. 

We present the following as a summary of missionary 
labors during the past year, and of their results, so far as 
they have been reported to us: bis 

The number of missionaries, assistant missionaries, and 
agents, who labored under the commission of the Society, 
was one hundred and thirty-six. Of this number, forty- 
one were new appointments ; the others were in commis- 
sion the previous year. The number in commission on 


& the 3lst of March, was one hundred and four. Fourteen 


preached in foreign languages. 

The number of States and Territories occupied was 
fifteen, viz., Canada, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Ohio, Mich- 
igan, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, New Mexico, California, and New Grenada. 

The number of stations and out-stations supplied was 
three hundred ‘and fifty-eight. The aggregate amount of 
time bestowed in labor, was equal to that of one man for 
upward of ninety-six years. 

The missionaries reported the existence of revivals of | 
religion at twenty-two places, the baptism of four hundred © 
and ninety-six persons, on their professing faith in Jesus 
Christ (of whom fifteen were converted Roman Catholics, 
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and forty-four foreign Lutherans); the hopeful conversion 
of sixty-one others, who had not yet been baptized; the 
organization of fifty churches ; the ordination of twenty- 


‘four ministers ; the completion of seven church edifices, 


and the commencement of nineteen others. 

The churches which were aided by the Society con- 
tributed to the usual objects of Christian benevolence 
$2,154 88, and for the support of the Gospel among 
themselves $16,985 19. Four churches aided by the 
Society, have acquired ability to sustain the Gospel with- 
out further dependence upon our treasury. 

Many other items of labor, and their apparent results, 
have been reported, which are embodied in a note on this 
page,* and in the Missionary Table accompanying this 
report; to which we respectfully refer inquirers. 

This summary we commend to the serious considera- 
tion of the Society and all its friends, believing that rea- 
sonable and candid minds will find abundant evidence of 
the usefulness of the Society, of the faithfulness and suc- 
cess of its missionaries, of the Divine approbation of their 
labors, of the necessity of continued effort in the same 
direction, of increased liberality on the part of individu- 


als, and more fervent prayer by the friends of our Lord»

PROSPECTIVE LABOR. 


It was stated in the last annual report that Kansas was 
ready for the efforts of the Society. Since then additional 
missionaries have entered that promising field, under 
appointments from the Board, and others would have fol- 
lowed if circumstances had favored our desire to send — 
them. Valuable preliminary work has been performed 
there, and, unless unexpected hindrances interpose, sev- 

eral important points in that re will be added, ere 
long, to our list of missionary stations,* well — with 
pastors or itinerant preachers. 

Recently, rich mineral deposits have been discovered 
in a spur of the Rocky Mountains, and thither a great 
number of people have been lured by the hope of accu- 
mulating worldly wealth. Communities of thousands are 
found there with scarcely any religious restraints or priv- 
ileges ; and, as in all similar movements, many among 
them are daily passing to their solemn account at the 
Judgment Seat, having no hope and without God. The 
duty of this Society to perform its full share of the evan- 
gelization of those communities, promptly and faithfully, — 
can not be denied. That region composes a part of our 
field. Those people are our countrymen ; or, at least, 
our fellow-men, to whom our Lord and Master has com- 
_manded us to preach the Gospel. Two good missionaries, 
well qualified for important positions in any Eastern 
State, should be sent there early in the present year. 

Some additions should be made, as soon as practicable, 
_ to the number of missionaries in the territory of Nehras- 


* Two appointments were made for that purpose at the last meeting of the Board in April. 
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ka ; and as soon as the secular interests of the country, 
generally, become more prosperous, and the tide of emi- 
gration begins again to flow in that direction, it will be 
necessary to add still others. 

Circumstances seem to indicate the necessity of soon 


strengthening our mission in New Mexico. A missionary . 
of special adaptation ‘to that field should be sent out as: 


soon as practicable ; and it is desirable that he should 
be accompanied, or soon followed, by an assistant, to 
preach and teach a school, as necessity may require. 
The expense of the measure may be considerable, but the 
arrangement is none the less necessary or desirable on 
that account. The responsibilities of the Society in that 
territory originated in the special guidance of Divine 
Providence, and in no degree have they been removed 
from us. Many souls there have been rescued from the 
delusions of a false -religion and converted to Christ ; 
preachers of the*Gospel have been raised up from among 
the converts ; church edifices have been built ; and every 
missionary report contains evidence of the progress of 
truth among the people. These things, instead of re- 
moving our responsibilities, serve to fasten them more 
strongly upon us. They can not be canceled in any way 
pleasing to God, or honorable to ourselves, but by vigor- 
ously following up our successes, already patent and 
hopeful, by the use of all the means we can consistently _ 
employ. | 

In the State of California there are upward of fifty 
Baptist churches, and about thirty ministers. The Society 
has had a few missionaries in that portion of the country 
from its first settlement by Americans, some of whom yet 
remain there. The great difficulty in inducing suitable 
men to enter that field in former years, the large expense

Calls for missionaries are also renewed in Oregon. 
Baptist ministers are laboring at various points in that 
State, but at the two principal places, the commercial 
city and the seat of government, are churches destitute of 
pastors, whose loud ¢ry now is, ‘‘come over and help us.” 
The Board, understanding the importance of those places, 
have encouraged those churches to expect aid as soon as 
practicable. | 

At a yet more distant point, the territory of Washing. 
ton, there is already a population of seven thousand souls, 
among whom are many members of Baptist churches, and 
not a single minister. Those people have a strong claim 
upon our Christian sympathy. They should be kindly

ESTIMATES FOR THE NEW YEAR. 


‘The adverse providences experienced by the people of 
the Western States the last three years leave but little — 
ground of hope that many of the churches, now aided by 
the Society, will be able to dispense with that aid until a 
bountiful harvest shall have put them in possession of the 
means. If, therefore, our object were merely to prevent 
retrogression in our operations, our income for the ensu- 
ing year should be, at least, $55,000. But, we are per- 
suaded, better things of the Society than such an object 
and things that accompany salvation to the multitudes 
who are interested in our movements. It is expected 
that we shall press toward the mark for the prize which 
is placed before us, the evangelization of North America; 
and that we so run that we may obtain. 

Many missionaries in the valley of the Mississippi, find 
themselves oppressed with numerous claims for their ser- 
vices, at great distances from their proper stations. Set- 
tlements visited by them at first as out-stations, become 
populous and require increasing attention, which the mis- 
sionaries find it beyond their power to bestow ; and for 
their relief they urgently ask for additional laborers. 
Their requests are reasonable, and should be granted. 
The requisite amount to meet the necessities for the en- 
suing year, for this purpose is about $5000. « 

The estimated expense of placing the necessary num- 
ber of missionaries at the more distant points, from New 
Mexico to the territory of Washington, and supportiag 
them one year, is, at least, $20,000, making an agere- 
gate of $80,000. As, however, there is an available 
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* 


balance in the treasury of some $5000, it follows that, to 
| » accomplish the objects proposed, it is necessary that the 
receipts of the Society from all sources, during the ensu- 
ing year, should be $75,000. While, therefore, the 
Board feel that, to prosecute the duties assigned to them 
with the greatest advantage, they would be justified in 
asking a larger amount, they can not withhold the ex- 
pression of their opinion that to ask for less would be 
coming short of the duty which Divine Providence seems 
to require of us. The disposal of the subject we submit 
to every man’s conscience in the sight of God. 

The Executive Board, in surrendering to the Society 
the official trust conferred upon them a year ago, unite in 
fervent prayer for Divine wisdom to characterize all the 
deliberations and acts of the body.

ON A MOTION TO ACCEPT THE TREASURER’S REPORT. 


Mr. Cuarrman,—I rise for the purpose of moving the unanimous adoption of the 
report just read ; and, in doing so, I beg leave to add that I deem this an occasion 
for devout and grateful thanksgiving to God, not only for the spiritual achieve- 
ments which have marked the efforts of your Society for the diffusion of the knowl- 
edge of Jesus, but also for the gratifying exhibition of financial prosperity which 
the report of your treasurer indicates. 

It is surely a matter for profound and earnest congratulation that, notwithstand- 
ing the temporal reverses which for the past three years has overwhelmed the West- 
ern and Northwestern States, whereby many of our brethren, who, previously 
elevated on the wave of prosperity, were devising in their hearts generous deeds for 
Christ and the promotion of his cause, so suddenly found themselves stripped of 
their possessions and reduced from comparative affluence almost to penury—that, 
notwithstanding this, the receipts of the past year into the treasury of the Society 
exceed, by several thousand dollars, those of any previous year in her history; so 
that, in the vigorous extension of her beneficent operations, the noble encomium be- 
stowed by Pavt upon Purse, “a servant of the Cuurcn which is at Cencurga,” 
might appropriately be conferred upon this Society, “ She hath been a succorer of 
many,” and I may gratefully and properly add, concerning the church whom I 
have the honor here to represent, “and of myself also.” | 

Three years ago, I was led, in the providence of God, to remove my residence 
from an ancient and populous city of the East, to a western home, and it has, con- 
sequently, been my privilege, as it has never been before, to become personally cog- 
nizant of the blessed results flowing from your labors. I especially call to mind the 
history of a church, originally the object of the maternal care and solicitude of this 
Society, which long since had been able to dispense with its kindly assistance. By 
the blessing of God, it had been watered with the dews of heavenly grace, and bade 
fair to become a strong and vigorous body. But evil days fell upon it. A pastor, 
unsound in doctrine, had, unfortunately, obtained its pastorate, and sought to alien- 
ate the minds of its membership from the steadfastness of “the truth as it is in 
Jesus.” Discord and dissensions arose, and with it, the prompt and effective exer- 
cise of the church’s discipline. The storm burst forth. The rage and hostility of 
ungodly men, strengthened in their course by the example and approval of many 


_ professed disciples of Christ—preferring sympathy with error, to a faithful compli- 


ance with the unqualified commands of Jesus—were combined against her. The 
floods lifted up their waves, and threatened to overwhelm the trembling ark. De- 
pressed by financial revulsions, and weakened in her ability to sustain the services 
of the ey “pressed out of measure, above strength, and despairing almost | 
even of life”’—in her extremity she imploringly stretched forth her feeble hands _

toward you, and asked for help. The appeal was not made in vain. Can a mother 
forget her helpless child? A cordial response was given, and to-day, despite the 
hopes and predictions of her malicious foes, surviving the assaults of the gates of 
hell, and the enemies of the cross, with a devoted pastor, “ whose praise is in all 
the churches,” she stands a firm and united brotherhood, welded together by com- 
mon trials, persecutions, and sufferings, to battle valiantly for the truth, and to ear- 
ry forward with resistless vigor the standard of the Lord Jesus. 

What has been the history of this church, thus sustained by the timely aid of 
your Society, is, in part, the history of hundreds of churches scattered throughout 
the Western and Northwestern States. These vines of the Lord are yearly taking 
deeper and firmer root, they are beginning to send out “their boughs unto the sea, 
and their branches unto the river ;” and, ere long, they will be laden with thick clus- 
ters of precious fruit, and repay a.thousand-fold the abundant care you have be- 
stowed upon them. 

But, brethren in Christ, while with joyful lips I thank God to-day “ for the great 
things he hath done for us, whereof we are glad,” I, nevertheless, mourn that we 
have not yet attained to the full measure of our duty. Comparatively large as 
that sum is, what is sixty-two thousand dollars toward meeting the multiplied de- 
mands constantly made upon us? Fathers and mothers in Israel, your sons and 
daughters are weekly leaving the cherished scenes of childhood for new and untrod- 
den fields, where the “joyful sound” is rarely, ifever heard. They need, and must 
have, the Gospel—a pure and unadulterated Gospel—and their appeals come to you 
with an impressiveness and power which can not and must not be denied. Instead 
of sixty-two thousand dollars, one hundred thousand dollars is the very smallest sum, 
which ought annually to be expended on the promising fields, and’ we are faithless 
to our great trust if we do not largely increase our efforts for sowing the Gospel 
seed upon soil, which is not only fully prepared for its reception, but which gives 


such cheering signs of yielding an ample harvest. 


In the disposition and ability of my brethren rightly # comprehend the signs of 


the times, I have the firmest faith, and I can not doubt, but that we shall enter 


more efficiently than ever upon the great work which God has given us to do. 
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REPORT 


Of a Committee appointed by the Board to consider and suggest some method by 
which moneys contributed to assist the needy in erecting or paying for houses of 


worship, may be made available to the Church-edifice Fund of the Americun ~*~ 
tist Home Mission Society. 


- The Committee would suggest : 

That, perhaps, in a majority of instances, churches caetiiei for aid in extin- 
guishing a debt upon their meeting-house, the necessity arises from the fact that 
immediate payment is demanded, the church from unforeseen adversities is unable to 
meet the demand, or even the high rate of interest becatardehen in desperate efforts to 


save their property. 


Most such churckes could pay their liabilities without foreign aid, if time could 
be obtained, or they be relieved from usurious interest. 
In view of these facts, we suggest— 


First, That this Board advise churches applied to for aid in erecting edifices 


or paying a debt, to refer the case to a committee of judicious business men, who 


shall examine and report if there is a warrantable prospect of — and give 


such advice as the state of things requires. 


Secondly, We suggest that this Board .advise churches contributing, either to the - 
paying a debt or erecting an edifice for worship, to do so with the express stipu- 
lation with said church that the amount given is to be credited to*the Church-edi- 
fice Fund of the American Baptist Home Mission Society; said church giving 
said Society security to refund the same as soon, and in such sums, as they are able. 

We think that it will be perceived by all, that ~if this course be adopted and 
pursued, the feeble will be assisted, and at the same time, a fund be accumulating — 
for the assistance of needy churches, which may arise successively to require it. 

Had such a course been heretofore pursued, many thousands of dollars, which 
have been contributed by churches in this city and elsewhere, would now be in hand, 


with which to aid in rearing church edifices in many of our growing towns and 


cities in the far West. 


Whoever reviews the history of our uae during the last half century, and 
argues from that what its progress may be during the next fifty years, will be 
convinced that much will be demanded of us, if we begin to meet the demands. 

Your Committee believe that there is little or no danger at present, that Baptist 
churches will over-estimate the importance of suitable houses of worship. 

While guarding carefully, on the one hand, against the error of attaching any in- 


herent sacredness to a structure, we have not always given due heed to the testimo- 


ny of experience and observation, both affirming that the ownership of a suitable 
house of worship has a most important influence upon the growth of a church, 


upon its permanence, its power of enduring temporary reverses, its ability to secure 
and support a pastor. 
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Comparatively few churches, however, are able to build their first house of 
worship without aid from abroad, or else incurring liabilities which unforeseen 
eyents may render exceedingly embarrassing, and, perhaps, serious. 

Your Committee would, therefore, say that, in their judgment, it is alike the 
dictate of the truest benevolence and the soundest Christian economy for our — 
churches to respond favorably to applications for aid from abroad, from churches 
which, in consequence of events alike unforeseen and beyond their control, find 
themselves in danger of losing their houses of worship—houses dear to them, not 
more by the labor already expended, and the hopes which have been inwrought in 
the stricture, than by the fact that the question of life and death, or the prosper- 
ity of the church, is, to all human apyentnion, to be decided by the fate of their 
house. 

But we must all know that there are sometimes presented for assistance, cases 
which are of such a character that a sound Christian discretion can not consider 
suitable objects of Christian benevolence. ‘There are some cases in which, what- 
ever is contributed, would be likely to be wasted, because of the extreme improba- 
bility of securing enough to redeem the property in peril. 

There are, also, other cases, the position and prospects of which @06 not-warrant 
the expenditure of the amount of money desired. While again there are others 
which, from lack, hitherto, of the oversight of persons of skill and diseretion, requite, 
first of all, that, as we have suggested, some judicious business mam or men 6x 
amine their condition, SO far as they can, and, if possible, put them in@ posite | 
to secure success. 

We confidently believe that such a course inaugurated and practically developed 
by a little expeyience, for which time would be required to afford the opportunity, 
there would thereupon be formed a proper basis, from which successfully to senses : 
‘an appeal to a benevolent Christian public. 

Observation already had, in not a few instances, goes to show that, in many cases, 
theadvice given by a man of skill and experience, or a committee of judicious men 
of business talent and habit, would be worth more to the needy church than a large 
gift of money without such advice. : 

We can but pleasurably believe that by some such plan as we here contemplate, 

_ we should be rendering essential aid to churches in their weakness and want ; and 
by so doing, lift them up toward strength and durability—a state in which having 
attained to, they would become cheerful auxiliaries to a fund that wou!d confer un- 
told benefits, for years to come, on churches yet to arise in various parts of our vast 
and increasing population—a population we can not yet begin to estimate—destin- 
ed to cover our country, Nortli and South, East and West—demanding of us our 

share of the work in giving the knowledge of salvation which is by Jesus Christ _

‘THE WORK AND ITS FRUITS. 


The Christian Secretary, after summing up the last yedr’s work of the Home 
Mission Society, takes a broader view of its operations, as follows : 

The good which this Society has accomplished is already incalculable. The 
rapid growth of our country is unparalleled in the history of nations. Such a tide of 
immigration as has been flocking to our shores for the last quarter of a century 
was never known before in the history of any nation. This immigration continues 
without any apparent diminution of numbers, and, if the peace of Europe contin- 
ues, it will increase rather than diminish. These immigrants come to our shores, 
bringing with them the morals, the corruptions, the infidelity, and the religion, such 
as it is, of the old world ; consequently, they are unfitted for the freedom of the new. 

They need instruction, aul, above all, they need the religion of the Bible, in order 
to make them good and reliable citizens. The most industrious portions of these 
immigrants, on their arrival, repair at once to our western frontiers, where land is 
cheap, but where there are no churches, where there are no preachers, and where, 
unless preachers are sent to them, they will live in ignorance, and their children will 
grow up in ignorance after them, fitted only to be governed by a despot, instead of 
being competent to govern themselves. 

It is on these wester prairies and in western forests that the first and most im- 
portant part of Home Mission labor begins. It seems but the other day, as it 
were, when the States of Indiana, Illinois, and Michigan were missionary grounds. 
Now, the little churches which were planted by our Home Missionaries have, many _ 
of them, grown up to be rich and influential churches, and are contributing of their 
means to send the Gospel to the new States and Territories to the west of them. 

And these churches will go on thronch al time, shedding’ their light around them, 
and scattering the leaves which are for the healing of the ‘nations, 

When we look forward for a single century and contemplate the increase of our 
population, the mind is lost in the greatness, and, if the right direction is given to 
the population of the present day, to the magnificence of our country—a country 
before whom the nations of Europe will be but as the drops of a bucket. But if 
~ --guffered to live without the Gospel, and to sow the tares of infidelity and discord, 
anarchy and ruin will be pretty sure to follow in their train. How important, then, 
that the proper instruction be sent to these men now, before the opportunity is lost. 

Instead of sixty thousand, our Home Mission Society should have a hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars the present year ; the numbers of her faithful missionaries 
should be doubled, and prayer go up continually for God to pour out His Holy 
Spirit, and bless and guide our great and growing country.
